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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 08/24/06 has 
been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6, 8-16, 21, 22, 24-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In the claims, it is not clear how one is able to determine whether the reflectivity 
and auto ignition points of the heat shield and foam core, or the heart shield and the 
cover, or the cover and the foam core are higher or lower with regards to one another if 
one only know that the core is foam, and has no idea as to the material of either the 
cover or the heat shield. Without the type of material used to form the heat shield or the 
cover, it is virtually impossible to determine whether one is actually higher or lower than 
the other without making an assumption or educated guess. As such, the claims are 
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indefinite and fail to fully define the invention as claimed. For purposes of expediting 
the application, the claims have been examined assuming that the heat shield is an 
aluminum material, as disclosed in the specification on page 5, and that the cover is 
fabric, as detailed on page 4 of the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

Claims 1-6,8-16,21,22,24-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over FAIRBORN U.S.A. in view of the material reflectivity chart provided 
by The Plastics Microstructure and Engineering Applications and The Metallurgical 
Material Science Books (1 993) provided by the examiner on 07/25/02. In reference to 
claims 1 ,8-1 1 ,21 ,29,30 and 31 , FAIRBORN U.S.A. discloses the use of a dock pad (see 
the marked attachment) including a foam core (FC), a cover (CV) disposed on the foam 
core (FC), and a heat shield (HS) adjacent the cover (CV); wherein the foam core is 
inherently compressible and the heat shield, being foil, is pliable. FAIRBORN U.S.A. 
discloses the basic claimed dock pad except for explicitly detailing that the heat shield 
has a higher reflectivity than the core or the cover, and except for detailing that the 
cover has a lower auto ignition point than the heat shield. The material reflectivity chart 
shows that aluminum has a reflectivity of at least 45% and as high as 95%; whereas, 
rubber (the closest association to foam) has a reflectivity of only 6%. Thus, it would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time Jhe invention was 
made that the foil material of FAIRBORN U.S.A. has a higher reflectivity than the foam 
(rubber) core. Although the chart provides no reflectivity for "fabric " material, the foil 
heat shield of FAIRBORN U.S.A. has an extremely high reflectivity, obviously, fabric 
would have a reflectivity much less than the foil material of FAIRBORN U.S.A. Both the 
cover and foam core of FAIRBORN U.S.A. are fire retardant; however, it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
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to select a cover material that would have a higher auto ignition point than the foam 
core because vehicles are parked directly there against and are subject to a higher 
chance of catching fire. Thus, the material of the core must be able to resist more heat 
in order to not catch fire because once the cover catches fire the greater the chance of 
the remainder of the pad to catch fire, and vice-versa for claims 1 0 and 1 1 .
